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RED CROSS SOCIETY NEEDS MORE BLOOD 


Blood transfusions cost money. The blood given 
to the Red Cross Society is free and in turn, Alberta 
people are given free blood and blood products as 
necessity requires. Between the giving of blood by 
the donor and the returning of it to the patient... in 
other words the collection and distribution of b'ood... 
there are high processing costs. In Alberta, each 
bottle of blood that is collected, processed and sent out 
to hospitals costs approximately $6.00. This cost is 
made up of the initial collection, the laboratory work, 
expensive technical equipment and the eventual des- 
patch of the blood to its destination. 

Plasma, which is often required and is kept on 
hand in all hospitals, costs the Red Cross Society $25 
per tin, for each tin requires five bottles of whole blood. 

During 1952, 45,159 bottles of blood and 1,768 tins 
of plasma were issued to the 138 hospitals served by 
Alberta’s Red Cross Blood Transfusion Service. The 
value in the use of blood, counted in lives saved and 
suffering lessoned, is beyond price in dollars and cents. 

The Red Cross Society is supported by the Cana- 
dian people. Their donations, given in the yearly ap- 
peal for funds, pay for all services given freely by the 
Society. With only three per cent of Red Cross per- 
sonnel paid workers, it can be seen that the money 
given to Red Cross is administered right back to those 
who need Red Cross services. 

Canada, and the world, would be many times less 
happy without such as the Red Cross Society. Your 
blood is needed, and so are your dollars. 

A blood donor clinic is slated for Didsbury July 2 
and the objective is 150 donors. With an all-out effort 
we can do much better than that.

Weed Sprayers: If you contem- 
plate the purchase of a sprayer 
there are some features you should 
look for on your new weed sprayer. 

1. Low pressure, low gallonage. 
fog type nozzles which will delive: 
3 to 5 gallons per acre, 

2. Rustproof tank and boom. The 
sprayer will last longer and there 
will be no scale to plug hose lines, 
pumps, screens and nozzles if anti- 


corrosive materials are used 
throughout 
3. Anti- Corrosive pump. The 


bronze gear type fitted with proper 
packing gland and a suitable fittiny 
for hard-type water pump grease 
are generally recommended. The 
rubber paddle or plunger type of 
pump is not satisfactory where the 
emulsion of 2,4-D ester is used. 

4 The sprayer should have ade- 
quate filtering capacity to ensure | 
against nozzle plugging. | 

5. The machine should have pres- 
sure regulating devices and pres- 
sure gauge within easy reach of the 
operator. 

6. There should be a by-pass on 
the pump to provide for thorough 
agitation of the fluid in the supply | 
tank while spraying. This calls for 
a pump of ample size. ; 

7. There should be a pump sutf- 
ficiently large to provide for fast 
refilling of the supply tank. 

8. A suck-back control unit is 
also desirable This prevents drip 
at the nozzles whenever the outfit 
is stopped in the field for any rea- | 
son, and the resulting burned 
streak of crop under the booms. 

9 The boom should be adjustable 
for heights ranging from 16 to 36 
inches. 

10 Markers are desirable in or- 
der to avoid overlapping or missing 
parts of the field. Satisfactory 
markers are now being offered for 
sale. 

11. The machine should be simply 
constructed of high quality ma- 
terial and replacements parts

HEAT FLASH 

When an A-bomb bursts, a wave 
of intense heat travels in all direc- 
tions at about the speed of light. 
Here again, fortunately, it goes 
only in straight lines, so that 
buildings. etc., can protect you. One 
major danger from such heat flash 
is the fires it may start. Damp or | 
foggy weather reduces the range of | 
the heat flash and clothing, even. 
offers some protection. There is| 
not much danger of heat flash 
burns at a distance of more than 
5,000 feet from the bomb burst, If 
there is sufficient haze to reduce 


visibility to one mile.

TYPES OF BURSTS 


Of the three types of A-bomb 
burst, that which goes off high in 
the air is the worst, since it spreads 
havoc downwards over a wide area 
If a bomb explodes in water, such 
as a lake, river or the sea, it may: 
fill the air with particles of radio- 
active droplets, which can do dam- 
age, as well as create a water surge | 
detrimental to the shoreline. A 
‘ground-burst,’ exploding at ground 
level, would have restricted damage 
range. but would cause quite a 
‘quake and, too, might send up a 
lot of radioactive dust.

By Red Cross 


The Red Cross Blood Transfu- 
sion Service must of necessity op- 
| erate with the greatest efficiency 
and economy. Consequently, it 
must hold clinics only at points 
where at least 100 blood donors are 
available. For that reason the or- 
ganization requests communities to 
co-operate to the utmost and to 
support the clinic at the most con- 
venient centre. 

A. W. Haley, organizer of blood 
donors’ clinics in Southern Alber- 
ta, points out that the more donors 
available at a central point the less 
the cost. With modern transporta- 
tion there is not a great deal of 
inconvenience for communities to 
select such a point. The Red Cross 
staff for this work is limited and 
the appropriation available necessi- 
tates the greatest economy. 

The Alberta Red Cross Blood 
Transfusion Service is doing mar- 
velous work in the cause of hu- 
manity. It makes instantly avail- 
able blood types required for any 
emergency. Hundreds of victims 
of accidents can testify to the 

| value of this work. 

Mr. Haley, who has organized 
blood clinics all over Southern Al- 
berta, testifies to the goodhearted- 
ness of the public in freely contri- 
buting of their blood in this 
worthy cause. He would like to see 
the friendliest co-operation of com- 
munities in supporting clinics at 
central points.
